A group comprised of mothers and school 
bus drivers says Canada must ban the use 
of 15-seat passenger vans — which it calls 
“death traps” — by schools to transport 
students. 

Isabelle Hains lost her 17-year-old son 
Daniel in a van accident. He was travel¬ 
ling with his teammates from the 
Bathurst High Phantoms basketball team 
when the driver of the van lost control. 
Seven boys, aged 15 to 18, and the driver 
were killed. 

Hains hopes Transportation Minister 
Chuck Strahl will hear the group’s plea. 

“I feel it is my obligation as a mother to 
send a message loud and clear,” she told 
reporters yesterday. 

“The time has come to ban 15-passen- 
ger vans for student transportation ... the

time for studying 15-passenger vans has 
passed a long time ago.” 

Strahl is set to release the findings of a 
preliminary study into the vans’ safety 
when he meets with provincial and terri¬ 
torial counterparts in Halifax today and 
tomorrow. The study was ordered by for¬ 
mer transportation minister John Baird in 
June. 

According to Hains, the bus her son 
was travelling in on Jan. 12, 2008, was 
originally meant to transport cargo before 
being converted to a passenger vehicle 
and sold to Bathurst High.

(was) never meant to transport human be¬ 
ings.”

Former municipal warden 
Jim Thurber underwent 25 
hours of surgery Saturday 
and Sunday as surgeons 
reattached four fingers of 
his left hand lost in a freak 
tug-of-war accident in Bear 
River. 

Thurber’s sister, Angela 
Lombard, said doctors 
were able to find a pulse 
Monday morning in two of 
the fingers. 

“He was alert before 
they went into the operat¬ 
ing room and they 
explained everything. His 
index finger was probably 
in harder shape,” Lombard 
said. “He’s responding to 
all their commands and 
they are optimistic. He’s 
being moved to the burn 
unit if everything remains 
the same.” 

Thurber will remain in 
hospital for one to two 
weeks.

NDP MLA Howard Epstein 
will not be punished for 
revealing confidential in¬ 
formation about the trade 
centre proposal to the me¬ 
dia. 

Epstein apologized to 
his colleagues yesterday 
for breaching caucus confi¬ 
dentiality. He drew the ire 
of some MLAs by telling a 


reporter from The Coast 
that the province is being 
asked for a $5 7-million 
contribution to Rank Inc.’s 
proposed Argyle Street 
project. 

While Epstein says the 
slip was inadvertent, he 
doesn't regret the fact the 
public knows the figure. 

“The numbers should 
have been out there, but I 
regret that I was the one 
who put them out there,” 
he said. 


“I think the minister 
should have put them out 
there, and I know they 
would have come out 
sooner or later.” 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
said the caucus was satis¬ 
fied with Epstein's apolo¬ 
gy- 

“He expressed his deep 
sorrow about the release 
of that information.” 

“Caucus weighed very 
carefully what (Epstein) 
had to say,” he continued.

Spy cam video nets 
robbery suspect 


A spy camera video of a 
man ransacking a cabin in 
the Upper Clyde area earli¬ 
er this year has resulted in 
charges of break and enter 
and possession of stolen 
property for a former Shel¬ 
burne County resident. 

The video, which runs 
six minutes and 17 sec¬ 
onds, is making the rounds 
on Faceboolc and YouTube 
and shows a heavyset man 
entering a cabin. 

He puts on gloves and 
searches the cupboards 
and floors, collects items 
on a counter, and leaves 
with the loot, returning 
once to pick up one last 
item. 

Barrington RCMP Sgt. 
Bob Forbes said it took po¬ 
lice some time to identify 
the suspect. 

“We didn’t know him,” 
he said. “But it is certainly 
good evidence.” 

Todd Bryan Goulden, 47, 
of Yarmouth, was ar¬ 
raigned Thursday in Bar¬ 
rington provincial court on

three charges of break and 
enter and another three 
charges of possession of 
stolen property in the case. 

While the spy camera 
video is an important part 
of the evidence in the 
case, Forbes said police 
have also recovered sever¬ 
al stolen items. 

Camp owner Gary Gore- 
ham, of Pubnico, said his 
Upper Clyde River camp, 
like many in the area, was 
being broken into on an al¬ 
most annual basis. Several 
times items had been 
stolen, and during one ear¬ 
lier break-in the camp’s 
kitchen was vandalized. 

“I figured enough is 
enough,” he said, and 
Goreham set up a spy cam¬ 
era at a cost of about $500.

use of 15-seat passenger 
vans in Canada, according 
to B.C. union spokesman 
Bryan Murphy. 

Murphy, a former bus 
driver and mechanic, was 
on hand to support the 
lobbying efforts of moth¬ 
ers who lost children in 
van accidents. 

While three provinces 
in Canada have banned 
the use of the vans, Mur¬ 
phy said other provinces 
must follow suit. 

Murphy said the vans 
were never designed to 
carry passengers; they 
were adapted instead from 
their original role as cargo 
vans. 

“The manufacturer de¬ 
cided to install seats and 
windows in the van to in¬ 
crease sales, make some 
money,” he alleged. 

“And of course the auto¬ 
motive engineers that de¬ 
signed the vans originally 
to meet federal standards, 
they never re-designed the 
vehicle to higher safety 
standards to transport pas¬ 
sengers.” 

Murphy said the in¬ 
creased load in the vehi¬ 
cles raises the centre of 
gravity and moves it fur-

van, which can make it 
easier to lose control or 
flip. 

“A common thing we 
hear all throughout the 
United States and Canada 
is the fact that when the 
van loses its ability to have 
traction on the road, fish¬ 
tailing occurs and there’s 
a greater likelihood of 
rollover.” 

Frustration

Newfoundland’s spirit shines amid chaos 


Amid scenes of destruction 
and despair since hurricane 
Igor hit, there were also 
flashes of Newfoundland’s 
unique spirit — tales of 
kindness and ingenuity that 
made the last week a bit 
easier to bear. 

Long before the military 
rolled into Trouty, local 
men and women had used 
telephone poles and planks 
to build a footbridge. 

For a week, it was the on¬ 
ly link they had to get food 
and water over the white 
water torrent that Trouty 


Brook had become in the 
powerful storm. 

The sheer force of the 
rain-swelled waterway bi¬ 
secting the town wiped out 
the bridge, tore through the 
main road and swept 
homes from foundations. 

Noel Miller, 22, said the 
tiny village — its popula¬ 
tion fluctuates around 60 — 
came together in a way that 
made all the difference. 

“It has been unbeliev¬ 
able, everyone helping each 
other out. People from

Neil Young’s new 
album is personal 


O Produced by Daniel Lanois, Le Noise is full of interesting sounds and experiments 


Some of your louder rock 
’n’ roll bands can make 
the Ryman Auditorium 
floorboards rattle a little. 
Few, though, have shaken 
the pews like Neil Young 
with just his electric gui¬ 
tar. 

Young has been known 
to make a racket with a 
distinctive guitar sound 
that has influenced two 
generations of musicians. 
The low mmble he sent 
through the foundation at 
the Ryman in June, em¬ 
ploying the technology he 
used on his new Daniel 
Lanois-produced album, Le 
Noise, was something very 


different, however. In the 
audience, the air seemed 
to vibrate — as well as the 
listener’s ribcage. 

It was that sound that 
drew Young to Lanois, 
whose all-star collabora¬ 
tion list includes U2, 
Willie Nelson, Bob Dylan 
and Peter Gabriel. 

What emerged from 
those recording sessions is 
new, even for the ever-rest- 
less Young. Le Noise is full 
of interesting sounds and 
experiments, on both 
acoustic and electric gui¬ 
tars. 

In a sense, it’s Young as 
he first emerged as a per¬ 


former — alone with his 
guitar singing about 
things completely person¬ 
al and wholly universal. 
But 45 years worth of tech¬ 
nological advances make it 
a very different experi¬ 
ence. Lanois’ setup allows 
Young to inhabit all the 
spaces that a band would 
— high guitar notes, low 
bass notes, the rhythm, 
the melody — simultane¬ 
ously. 

“I think it’s a — I don’t 
know — a spiritual record 
in some kind of ways,” 
Young said. “There’s a lot 
to do with love on the 
record. Love is in almost 


every song, and so it had a 
spiritual layer to it. It’s not 
trying to do anything. It’s 
just trying to be itself.” 

Peaceful Valley Boule¬ 
vard is cast in the mould of 
classics like Aurora Bore¬ 
alis and Cortez The Killer, 
showing how mistakes 
made centuries ago grow 
and magnify over time un¬ 
til God cried tears that 
were a “pounding rain” 
and “a child was born and 
wondered why.” 

And then there’s the 
brittle and beautiful Love 
and War, on which Young 
lays down this shocking 
statement: “When I sing 


about love and war, I don’t 
really know what I’m say¬ 
ing.” 

Isn’t that a profoundly 
confusing statement from 
the artist who gave us 
Ohio and Impeach the 
President? 

“It’s such a deep subject 
and there’s really no one 
answer,” he said. “There’s 
nobody who really knows. 
It just seems to be a part of 
the human condition is to 
get in wars over and over 
again for as long as human 
beings have been around. 
So I have opinions but I’m 
not so sure that they’re

ing her family.

“(They wanted) to see if

An all-loo-real 
Big Love saga 


O Police in Utah city are launching a bigamy 
investigation of a plural family with a reality TV show 


A Utah family, which in¬ 
cludes four wives, had 
hoped its participation on a 
TLC reality TV show would 
shed light on polygamy. 

But now that it is the 
target of a bigamy investi¬ 
gation by Utah police, one 
advocate worries that the 
probe will instil fear in 
other plural families about 
going public with their 
lives. 

“If it really goes to a 
court situation, then our 
people are going to go 
right back into isolation,” 
said Anne Wilde, co¬ 
founder of Principle Voic¬ 
es, a non-profit that seeks 
to educate the public 
about polygamous fami¬ 
lies. 

Over the past 10 years, 
Utah’s historically insular 
polygamist community 
has worked with state 
agencies to increase under¬ 
standing of the unique as¬ 


pects of polygamous cul¬ 
ture, Wilde said. As a re¬ 
sult, plural families are 
now less hesitant to seek 
help and services when 
needed, she said. 

The Brown family’s de¬ 
cision to do the reality TV 
show was sort an exten¬ 
sion of that education 
work, said Wilde, who 
knows the family well. 

Sister Wives, which pre¬ 
miered Sunday, chronicles 
the life of 41-year-old ad¬ 
vertising salesman Kody 
Brown, his four wives, 13 
children and three 
stepchildren. The Browns, 
of Lehi, have said they 
hoped that the peek into 
their lives would help 
broaden the public’s un¬ 
derstanding of plural fami¬ 
lies. Lehi police are 
investigating whether the 
family is violating bigamy 
laws on cable TV. Brown is 
only legally married to 


Up to five years

O GLAAD report finds that 3.9 per 
cent of TV actors now appearing in 
gay, lesbian and bisexual roles 


The number of gay and bi¬ 
sexual characters on 
scripted broadcast net¬ 
work TV has risen slightly 
this season to 23 out of a 
total of nearly 600 roles, 
according to the Gay & Les¬ 
bian Alliance Against 
Defamation. 

The 15th annual Where 
We Are on TV report re¬ 
leased Wednesday found 
that 3.9 per cent of actors 
appearing regularly on 
prime-time network dra¬ 
ma and comedy series in

the 2010-11 season will 
portray gay, lesbian or bi¬ 
sexual characters. 

That’s up from three 
per cent in the 2009-10 
season. The increase in 
2008-09 was 2.6 per cent. 

Only six of the 23 gay 
and lesbian characters this 
season are non-white, 
GLAAD found. 

Using information pro¬ 
vided by ABC, CBS, Fox, 
NBC and CW, the group re¬ 
viewed 84 scripted series 
announced to air this sea¬ 
son. 

The only original pro¬ 
gramming announced by 
the gay-focused cable net¬ 
works here! and Logo is 
unscripted, alternative 
programming, so they 
were not part of this year’s 
character count, GLAAD 
said. 

While the number of 
broadcast drama series fea¬ 


turing regular or recurring 
gay characters is un¬ 
changed from last year, 
the number of comedy se¬ 
ries has increased from 
eight to 11, including new 
comedies Running Wilde 
(Fox) and Hellcats (CW). 

ABC led the networks in 
gay representation, with 


7.2 per cent or 11 regular 
characters out of a total of 
152, followed by Fox with 
five out of 100 (five per 
cent). 

On mainstream cable 
channels, the number of 
regular characters re¬ 
bounded to 35 after a two- 
year decline. 


HBO features the great¬ 
est number of gay and bi¬ 
sexual characters, with 10 
regular and recurring char¬ 
acters. The group found 
that the HBO drama True 
Blood is the most inclusive 
series on television, featur¬ 
ing six characters.

Ex-NHLer Mike Danton, 
who came to Saint Mary’s 
University in January to 
turn his life around, is ex¬ 
pected to be named an aca¬ 
demic all-Canadian next 
week. 

Canadian Interuniversity 
Sport, which identifies aca¬ 
demic all-Canadians as var¬ 
sity athletes with grade 
point averages of 3.7 or 
greater, will officially re¬ 
lease the list Monday. 

Huskies head coach 
Trevor Stienburg confirmed 
yesterday Danton will be on 
it. 

The 29-year-old Danton 


joined the Huskies in Janu¬ 
ary after spending five 
years in prison for being 
convicted of a plot to kill 
his former agent. 

He played a crucial sec¬ 
ond-line role for the 
Huskies despite a long lay¬ 
off from the game, helping 
the club win a national title 
last March. 

Danton enrolled in three 
introductory courses during 
his first semester at Saint 
Mary’s, studying sociology, 
psychology and English lit¬ 
erature. 

He also stayed in Halifax 
and took summer courses. 
He has been sitting out dur¬ 
ing Atlantic University 
Sport pre-season play be¬ 
cause of a bicep contusion. 




Captain Canadien: 
Gionta to wear the C 


O Forward becomes the second American captain in team history 



When the Montreal Canadi- 
ens announced they would 
name a new captain this 
season, there was little 
doubt who would eventual¬ 
ly be handed the C. 

He’s the smallest player 
on the team, but steady 
winger Brian Gionta was 
the standout leader last sea¬ 
son when the team made a 
surprise run to the Eastern 
Conference final with no of¬ 
ficial captain. 

“The way he led our 
group, to me, it became ob¬ 
vious that he was the cap¬ 
tain,” Canadiens coach 
Jacques Martin said. 

The Habs made it official 
yesterday, naming the five- 
foot-seven Gionta their 
28th captain in the team’s 
101-year history. 

“He’s a small guy but he 
has the biggest heart on the 
team,” said rearguard Ro¬ 
man Hamrlik. 

The Rochester, N.Y., na¬ 
tive, who stood on a wood¬ 
en riser to address the 
media at his dressing room 
stall yesterday, is the sec¬ 
ond American to have the C 
that has been worn by 
greats like Jean Beliveau, 
Maurice (Rocket) Richard, 
Doug Harvey, Toe Blake and 
Emile (Butch) Bouchard. 

American Chris Chelios 
shared the captaincy with 


Guy Carbonneau in 1989- 
90. 

After 10-year captain 
Salcu Koivu left as a free 
agent in a team makeover 
after the 2008-09 season, 
the Canadiens had nobody 
wear the C all of last season. 


“I was an assistant cap¬ 
tain and part of that (leader¬ 
ship) group last year, but 
it’s still a surprise to be 
named captain,” 31-year-old 
Gionta said. 

“It’s the Montreal Cana¬ 
diens, it’s pretty special.” 


Gionta facts 


► He served as captain at 
Boston College before 
joining the New Jersey 
Devils for the 2001-02 sea¬ 
son. 

► Gionta spent seven 
seasons with the Devils, 
winning a Stanley Cup in 
2003 , before signing a $ 25 - 
million US, five-year con¬ 
tract as a free agent with 
Montreal in 2009 . 

► Despite missing 19 games 
with an injury, he led the 
Canadiens with 28 goals 
last season, his second- 
highest total after the 48 
he scored for New Jersey in 
2005 - 06 . 

► Gionta is described by 
teammates as a veteran 
who doesn't make speech¬ 
es, but leads by example 
with a consistently 
tenacious effort on the ice 
and strong work habits 
and a calm demeanour off 
the ice. 

This year, Martin, gener¬ 
al manager Pierre Gauthier 
and the rest of the staff opt¬ 
ed to name him captain 
and also tabbed defence- 
men Andrei Markov and 
Hal Gill as alternate cap¬ 
tains.

Contador tested positive for steroid: Spokesman 


Three-time Tour de France 
winner Alberto Contador 
tested positive for a 
banned steroid during this 
year’s race, according to a 
statement released by his 
spokesman yesterday. 


Jacinto Vidarte, Conta- 
dor’s publicist, said the 
substance, identified as 
clenbuterol, was found in 
a test taken July 21. Conta¬ 
dor has blamed food con¬ 
tamination as the only 


possible explanation. 

“The experts consulted 
so far have agreed also that 
this is a food contamina¬ 
tion case, especially con¬ 
sidering the number of 
tests passed by Alberto 


Contador during the Tour 
de France,” Vidarte said in 
the release. 

Contador will hold a 
news conference today in 
Pinto, Spain.
